CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 15.—Fifteen dele- 


gates representing twenty-seven states 
assembled this morning to open tbe 
national convention of the lumber in- 
terests which was called to order by J. E. 
Defebaugh. W. D. Judson made an elab- 
orate address, telling the purpose of the 
convention and present condition of the 
lumber trade. Ji e appealed to the dele- 
gates from the southern states, which was 
largely represented. 


Most of the southerners have been free 


traders, but responding to the address 
insisted that, if there be a protective 
tariff, lumber should not be discriminated 
against, and promised to do all possible 
to secure a tariff on lumber. Temporary 
organization was perfected, J. A. Freena, 
chairman; Judson and Defebaugh secre- 
taries.

Alter money Clving. 


The committee is to inquire whether 


the expenditure was excessive, illegiti- 
mate, corrupt and unlawful and expressly 
to ascertain for whatcstent. for such pur- 
poses the owners of silver mines and gold 
mines, bankers manufacturers, corpora- 
tions and millionaires made contributions, 
and what contributions if any were made 
by persons on corporations abroad.

The resolutions gives the committee 


court powers and directs the report by 
the first Monday of December, 1897.
